Churchill 


Nins Rumor 
Of Retiring 


LONDON, May 13.— (UP) — 
Prime Minister Churchill revealed 
tonight in a victory review that 
the Germans had hoped to wreck 
London last year with secret su- 


per-artillery and at the same time. 


he bitterly denounced the Eire 


gove ent of Eamon de Valera| 
for imperiling Britain in her dark- 
est hour of the war. 

Signifying his intention to re- 
main at head of the government 
and not to be ‘put out to grass,” 
Churchill said that much remains 
to be done in Europe if some other 
form of totalitarianism is not to re- 
place the destroyed armed might 
of Germany. And beyond all, he 
said, “there lurks Japan,” whom 
Britain is bound by her ties with 
the U. S. and the empire to fight 
to the finish. 

He gave no hint that he might 
goon dissolve the coalition parlia- 
ment to pave the way for a gen- 
eral election, although he had 
been generally expected to do so. 

He disclosed for the first time 
that the Germans had devised 


long-range artillery in addition to. 


their V-1 and V-2 projectiles with 
which they hoped to hurl shells 
on London from France and Hol- 
land in the autumn of 1944. 
ALLIES IN NICK OF TIME 
“Only just in time did the Al- 
lied armies blast the viper in his 
nest,” Churchill said, referring to 
_ the summer break-through across 
France into the Low Countries. 
“Otherwise, the autumn of 1944

The prime minister's attack on 
De Valera was the venting of long 
pent-up anger here at the Eire 
leader's flouting of his nation’s 
ties with the British empire in 
the dark days of 1940 after the 
fall of France.

the temper and instinct of thou- 
sands of southern Irishmen who 
hastened to the battlefront to 
prove their ancient valor, the ap- 
proaches which the southern Irish

“DEADLY MOMENT” 


“This was indeed a deadly mo- 
ment in our life and if it had not 
been for the loyalty and friend- 
ship of northern Ireland we

Churchill added. 

The prime minister cited the 
heroism of Irish forces fighting 
with the Allies and said “all 
hatred y Britain for the Irish 
cies in my heart.” He prayed that 
the “shame” of Ei.e’s stand would 
be forgotten ana “that the peoples 
of the British Isles will talk to- 
gether in mutual comprehension 
and forgiveness,” a blunt implica-

Soviets 


Wipe Out 
Holdouts 


Russian Armies Free 
All of Czechoslovakia 
And Austria from Huns 


By ROMNEY WHEELER. 

LONDON, Monday, May 14.— 
()—Russian armies have liberat- 
ed all Czechoslovakia and Austria 
from Nazi die-hards, Moscow said 
last night in disclosing the sur- 
render of 420,052 Nazi holdout 
troops in the last 24 hours. 

Moscow’s war bulletin said terse- 
ly that the First, Second, Third 


and Fourth Ukrainian armies had 
closed in on disintegrating Ger- 
man positions in the woods and 
hills of Czechoslovakia and Aus- 
tria’s high Alpine regions and 
“cleared the occupied area of iso- 
lated German troop groupings.” 

The enemy forces under com- 
mand of Field Marshal Gen, Ferdi- 
nand Schoerner and Col, Gen. Otto 
Woehler had resisted Germany’s 
unconditional surrender since 
Tuesday. Schoerner himself has 
been named a war criminal by the 
Russians. 

While the last remnants of Ger- 
many’s “middle army group” were 
rounded up from the forests and 
mountains of Bohemia and north- 
ern Austria, Moscow announced 
that the total number of prisoners 
taken since Tuesday had swelled 
to 1,060,000. Ninety-one German 
generals were taken in the same 
period. 

The gigantic bag boosted to 2,- 
860,000 the number of German 
troops killed or captured since the 
Red Army’s end-the-war offensive 
began Jan. 12. 

In nearly four years of war, the 
Russians have announced killing 
or capture of more than 2,600,000 
Nazi troops.

where they will be put to work re- 
storing Russia’s war-ravaged 
cities. 

Elsewhere on the eastern front 
the Russians still were herding

In Victory Prayers 


‘Truman Leads:Nation © * 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—(UP)—President Truman today led | 
the nation in solemn observance of victory in Europe and prayed for 
God’s blessing of Allied arms in the Pacific. 


As millions joined in the thanks-' 


giving services proclaimed by Mr. 
Truman on V-E Day, the President 
and his family attended an in- 
terdenominational service in the 
small auditorium which serves as 
chapel for the Bethesda (Md.) 
Naval hospital. 

After the service Mr. Truman 
paid a brief call on former Secre- 
tary of State Cordell Hull who is 
a patient at the hospital. Then 
he motored back to the White 
House to spend the day with his 
92-year-old mother, for this also 
was Mother’s Day. 

The aged Mrs. Truman who 
flew here from her Grandview 
(Mo.) home Friday, stayed at the 
White House while her son went 
to pray with 500 Naval personnel, 
some of them on crutches. 


“Mama didn’t feel up to the 
trip,” the President told reporters 
on leaving the White House. 


During the chapel service the 
President joined the congregation 
in intoning “Hear Us, and Use Us, 
Good Lord” after the chaplain, J. 
J. Sharkey, read the litany of in- 
tercession and prayed for “the up- 
rooting of all causes of war; for 
the ending of prejudices of race 
and nation; for the confounding 
of all those who delight in war 
and the strengthening of all peace- 
makers.” 

Chaplain Sohn Weise led prayer 
for a speedy victory in the Pa- 
cific. 

“In Thy gracious love and Provi- 
dence,” he said, “bless our sons 
and daughters in the armed forces 
of the Pacific. May peace speed- 
ily come there also. Do Thou call 
upon us continually to keep pure 
the aims for which we ask our 
sons and daughters to fight... 
Grant that we here at home may 
not shrink from the fellowship of 
suffering with those who carry 
our destiny into battle.”

HIMMLER REPORTED STILL AT LARGE 


Moscow Asks Immediate Death 
For Doenitz, Other Nazi Leaders 


LONDON, May 13.—(UP)— 
Heinrich Himmler, No. lof sur- 
viving Nazi war criminals, was re 
ported still at large under myste- 
rious circumstances tonight, as 
Moscow called for the immediate 
trial and execution of all leading 
Nazis, including Grand Adm. Karl 
Doenitz. 

Although unofficial reports on 
Saturday said Himmler had been 
apprehended, Gen. Eisenhower’s 
headquarters said today that it had 


‘no confirmation of the arrest of 


the former school teacher who was 
the Nazis’ executive director for 
r-urder and terror on a mass scale. 

The British radio correspondent, 
Chester Wilmott, reported from 
Field Marshal Montgomery’s 2Ist 
Army Group headquarters. in 
northern Germany that Himmler 
was believed to be at large in that 
area which was —— by 
the Germans on May 

Wilmott ouehasiotd that Himm- 
ler had not yet been arrested eith- 
er by the Doenitz government 
which sacked him, or by the Al- 
lies to whom that government sur- 
rendered. 

“Officers of the German high 
comman«. have seen Himmler 
within the past few days and de- 
clared that he was hiding nearby, 
guarded by SS (Elite Guard) 
troops,” Wilmott reported. ‘Pre- 
sumably Himmler has not yet been 
picked up because his hideout is 


pied by the Allies. 

“German staff officers say that 
after the failure of his surrender 
offer to the western Allies, Himm- 
ler faded out of the picture. Himm- 
ler was said to be still wearing 
his SS uniform when seen at high

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The Seventh War Loan Gets Under Way 


The nation’s Seventh War Loan gets 
underway officially today. 


The nation’s quota is 14 billion dollars. 


Of that amount, individuals are expect- 
ed to purchase a full 50 per cent—an 
unprecedented seven billion dollars’ worth. 


Georgia’s over-all quota is 121 million, 
of which individuals are asked to buy 55 
million. That figures, according to past 
experience, 1,300,000 bonds, or nearly one 
for every other man, woman and child— 
White and Negro—in the state. 


Fulton and DeKalb counties have a 
quota of $43,320,000. Of that amount indi- 
viduals have been set a goal of $26,410,000, 
of which $14,500,000 is for E bonds. 


Despite the fact that victory in Europe 
is now an accomplished fact, the need for 
all-out financ‘al support on the home front 
continues undiminished. This is because 
our government’s war expenditures will 
continue heavy until the Japanese are 
conquered; treasury officials estimate it 


will be six months before any appreciable 
decline is noticeable. It is also because 
buying war bonds is the most effective 
way of fighting inflation; their purchase 
represents a deferment of civilian buying 
which is absolutely necessary until peace- 
time production is resumed on an adequate 
scale. And. finally, it is because both our 
men in service—and our enemy in sus- 
pense—will be watching the Seventh War 
Loan as a barometer of our national mo- 
rale; the success of the seventh will be the 
best possible evidence that we are in this 
fight to the finish. 


Six million volunteer workers are par- 
ticipating in the Seventh War Loan cam- 
paign. | 

They are serving, without remunera- 
tion, in an effort to make it an unqualified 
success.

Metal for More Farm Machinery 


War Production Board Chairman J. A. 
Krug has announced that civilian goods 
producers may now order steel, copper 
and aluminum for delivery on or after 
July 1. 


This does not mean there will be any 
immediate large-scale production of au- 
tomobiles, stoves, refrigerators and other 
currently scarce items made in large part 
from these heretofore frozen metals. But 
it does mean that manufacturers of these 
goods will begin to get a growing trickle 


of the materials they need for reconver- 
sion. 


There will be general gratification, 
meanwhile, that WPB Boss Krug has re- 
portedly ordered that manufacturers of 
farm machinery be given first refusal of 
any steel which can be spared from mili- 
tary production. The nation’s farmers 
have done a splendid job. They need 
mechanized equipment to meet the vast 
demands which will continue to be placed 
upon them. 


Will Georgia's Ports Be Ready? 


Plans are already underway in Wash- 
ington for the resumption of coastwise 
and intercoastal shipping as soon as prog- 
ress of the Pacific war permits. 


Nor, once the initial transfer of men 
and material is completed, should this be 
long. “Once the first big job of trans- 
port is done, many smaller and slower 
vessels will doubtless be returned to pri- 
vate owners for duty along the Atlantic 
coast. 


Because of this, and because other 


southeastern .ports are preparing for\the 
day when civilian shipping will be re- 
sumed, we are especially disappointed at 
Georgia’s delay in getting its newly acti- 
vated State Port Authority down to busi- 
ness. 


We have a wonderful opportunity, at 
Brunswick and Savannah, to secure a 
healthy share of the shipping which will 
shortly be crowding coastal ports. It will 
be a tragedy if we fail to take advan- 
tage of it. 


Let the Railroads Live Up to Their Contract 


Considering how outraged they become 
whenever someone suggests abrogating 
some long-standing agreement by which 
they benefit, one is amazed at the rail- 
roads’ audacity in fostering a bill which 
would nullify pfovisions whereunder gov- 
ernment shipping is carried at a discount 
by land grant carriers. 


This bill, already passed by the house, 
would increase Uncle Sam’s freight bill by 
an estimated 250 million dollars a year. 


And this amounts, as Georgia’s un- 


afraid chief executive has pointed out, to 
a quarter billion dollar annual subsidy 
to the nation’s largest monopoly from the 
already overburdened taxpayer. 


Railroads, by virtue of wartime busi- 
ness and the co-operation of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, are now en- 
joying their greatest prosperity. To say 
they cannot continue .o live up to the 
contract into which they eagerly entered 
with the ‘ederal government, is nothing 
short of ridiculous.

Lend-Lease and Russia 


---There Is No Break 


Halting of lend-lease to Russia, announced in 

the newspapers of Sunday, caused a flurry of 

= fear and discussion. Did it mean there had been 
with Russia? 

It did not. 

When lend-lease was extended by congress, Chairman Crowley 
— himself to the agreement that after Victory-in-Europe 

ay, lend-lease shipments would cease except as to those nations 
which were participating in the Asian war. Even there the agree- 
ment was the quantity of lend-lease goods would depend on the 
degree of participation in the Asian war. 

It may be assumed that Russia knew this, as did other nations. 
If not we have made a very bad and unnecessary blunder. Russia 
probably was informed in advance. 

It is likely that certain goods already produced for Russia will 
be sent on under lend-lease terms. Russia’s course with regard to 
the Asian war, is known to our general staff. There is no necessity 
for starting any campaign to get Russia in. The matter has been 
discussed with us. It is the best-kept secret of the war. 

We will now begin to do business with Russia. Much of the 


-usual lend-lease material will now go to Russia on a payment basis. 


There is as yet no such arrangement with Russia. The halting of 
lend-lease is to give time.for consultation and the making of plans 
on a payment basis, 

The next appropriation for lend-lease will be much lower. It 
also may be assumed that an effort will be made to replace lend- 
lease with some form of postwar credits, perhaps through the 
Export-Import Bank. 


-. Not until there is a full study of the needs and a 
Rationing meeting of them, will there be any slight easings in 
general rationing and controls. : 

Sugar, for instance, cannot be increased until there has been an 
international conference. Many persons in America have never 
really understood that the amount which can be rationed is not 
determined by an American agency. We joined in an international 
agreement. The agreement was there should be an equality of per 
capita consumption in the United States, Great Britain and Canada. 
It provided also those in the armed services would get twice the 
per capita issue of civilians. 

Gasoline will continue short at least until the pipelines to the 
Pacific have been filled. Our new pipeline, an incredible job of 
construction from Calcutta across the Himalayas into China, will 
receive a large supply. 


We are pretty sure to see a demand by the United States that | 


outside sources now assume the larger burden of supplying pe- 
troleum. This country has carried the chief burden throughout the 
war. It was necessary we do so. 

Now that the oil fields held by Germany are restored and the 
Mediterranean open to normal traffic, for shipping of oil from 
Iraq and Iran, it is felt United States oil reserves should be given a 
rest. We may make a demand on English companies that their oil 
companies supply much of the oil for the Pacific campaign. 


OPA will be continued, with controls being lifted from more 
items not directly connected with the cost of living. Not until the 
Army really demobilizes large numbers of men will it be possible 
to relieve many of our shortages in food and clothing. 


No one has said so, but it appears we may be 
Japanese *War engaged in an effort to put Japan out of the 
war without an actual landing on her shores. 

Our blockade will be more and more effective. It already is 
showing results in the fighting on the mainland where Japanese 
troops do not seem so well supplied with reserves or material: 

We certainly will have a try at bombing and blockade, two 
excellent weapons of attrition. If Japan could be forced to sur- 
render it would be a tremendous victory in more ways than one. 
If they should surrender it would mean, of course, a great saving 
in lives, but it also would mean we would not have to do the 
job of cleaning out, one by one, the many islands in the East 
Indies where the Japanese are strongly located. They would re- 
main after the occupation of the Japanese mainland should the 
enemy choose to fight on as did Germany. 

Our military intelligence probably will see to it that Japan’s 
captured ambassador to Germany and his staff are returned to 
Japan. We probably can bring about an excellent exchange of 
prisoners. We would like very much for the Japanese ambassador 
and his staff to go back home and report on what they have seen 
of Allied might. A description of Berlin as bombed and burned, 
might make a very fine impression in Japan. 


Our blockade and our bombing will press harder and pte 


on the Japanese government. Food, never too plentiful, will gro 
even shorter. The problem of homeless millions and the constantly 
increasing tempo of bombing will make it difficult for the gov- 


“ernment to continue. 


Here, as with Germany, we will have to stand firm against

Radio Offers Most 
Peculiar Paradox 


We had just heard a special announcement 
on the radio. It was a most moving appeal to 
all of us, urging and begging that we not use 

telephones save for the most urgent calls. We understood. Tele- 
phone service and equipment, because of the war, has been limited. 
This was an evening early last week, when everyone was excited 
over news that the Germans had signed unconditional surrender. 
Undoubtedly a lot of folks would, unthinkingly, be using their tele- 
phones to ask newspaper offices if the news was correct—it was, 
as a matter of fact, “authentic but not official’—to call friends 
“did you hear it?” and so on. 

Then our telephone rang. 

“This is,” the lady-like voice began. Then came the name of 
some firm or business or something I couldn't understand. “Are 
you listening to your radio?” “Yes,” in reply. “What program are 
you hearing?” “A news broadcast,” sez I. “Do you know the name 
of the sponsor?” “No,” sez I. “Thank you, we are making a 
survey.”

Now the war in, Europe is over, it be- 
hooves us not to relax our determination 
that the creatures in the semblance of humanity who have been 
responsible for and have perpetrated all the horrors of death and 
torture, shall not go unpunished. Not only the Nazi leaders whose 
names are familiar to us all, but the Nazis of lower rank, those 
whose hands carried out the horrors, those who sadistically reveled 
in wholesale murder, starvation and torture. 

In a.recent radio forum from London on the subject, “Can Ger- 
many Be Stopped From Fighting Another War,” Lord Vansittart, 
representing Great Britain among four nationalities taking part in 
the forum, points out that the prompt trials and punishments of all 
the war criminals is not only a question of European justice, but 
also of European security. . 

Vansittart places the criminal Germans in three classes. The 
first category, the worst of the lot, will have to be executed, he 
says. He includes in this group, “particularly the members of the 
Gestapo, of the SS and the SA, the worst members of them.” 

His second category, those not quite so guilty, he would perma- 
nently deport, to “some place like Devil's Island.” And his third 
group, those who have sinned less but still a good deal, would be 
sentenced to temporary deportation. He would deport these to the 
countries where they brought so much destruction, to repair, as 


slave laborers, the ruin they brought. 

: While it is important that these criminals be 
Not Quick Jo hunted down and brought to trial as quickly 
possible, Vansittart does not believe it can be done in less than a 
year or more. He points to the expectation that many of the worst 
criminals will try to go into underground hideouts and they will 
have to be found and identified. 

Another British forum speaker, H. N. Brailsford, makes a strong 
point when he says the procedure and actions of the trial courts 
have. got to be so obvious, so founded upon evidence, that even the 
Germans will be convinced of the guilt of those condemned, Brails- 
ford, however, goes even further than Vansittart in condemning all 
members of the Nazi party. He would disqualify them all from 
holding any kind of public office in the future and would dis- 
franchise them. 

One thing is sure. Europe is facing not only a slow return to 
a “normal” way of life—which will actually be unlike any social 
or economic order of the past—but will have to work out an entirely 
new order for itself. 

For instance, it is unthinkable that any industrial setup which 
gives Germany even a ghost of a chance of rearming, will not be 
permitted. This will mean moving the machines of industry now 
in the Ruhr, in Silesia, the Saar and other highly industrialized 
areas of the old Germany, into other nations. It means complete 
transfer of European, heavy industry from one section to some other. 

It means the rebuilding of bomb-shattered cities. (Some eye- 
witnesses say the destruction in Berlin is so complete it can never 
be rebuilt.) It means creating a new economic setup for Germany, 
largely if not entirely agricultural. It means an entirely new order, 
new governments, new ideas, all over Europe. 

It is huge, a frightening task. But it is one which must be done 
before the world can experience that longed-for security—the se 
curity against fear, sa

Could DDT 
Be TNT? 


You have heard of the wonder- 
ful new bug-killer with the long 
scientific name, commonly known 
as DDT. It is one of the compensa- 
tions resulting from the urgency 
of war. 

Sprayed inside uniforms and ci- 
vilian clothes in Italy, it not only 
killed all lice but prevented new 
invasions, thus stopping an epi- 
demic of typhus before it got well 
started. Sprayed inside tents in 
the tropics, it kills every mosquito 
that enters and thus checks the 
spread of malaria. In_ service 
kitchens around the globe, it ends 
the plague of flies and roaches. 

Farmers and fruit growers and 
householders impatiently await 
the time when they can share its 
benefits, for it promises to end the 
long and costly war against de- 
structive pests. Housewives will 
no longer dread moths, ants, flies, 
roaches and worse things. Farm- 
ers will have a sure-fire weapon 
against all familiar pests except 


the boll weevil and the Mexican 


bean beetle. Gold fish pools will 
no longer breed mosquitoes. 

The smallest quantity of DDT is 
fatal to insects, and one applica- 


tion remains effective for weeks. | 
Sprayed on a wall or screen, it| 
will kill flies that alight there a 


month later. 

Its long-lasting and 
deadliness should make it 
ideal pest killer, but 
too KYood. Only time and experi-

ence can tell us whether it is a. 


blessing or a curse.

When DDT is sprayed on trees 


and shrubs and field crops, it will | 


kill every insect that appears with- 
in the next month. What of the 
bees and other pollen carriers? If 
these are killed, there will be no 
crops and no seed for the next 
year. 

Particles of the spray will fall 
to the ground and poison it in- 
definitely. Will it kill earthworms? 
If it does, the very source of the 
earth’s fertility will be gone. 

What of the birds? Large doses 
of DDT are poisonous to man. 
The birds will feast on the dead 
insects. Will they get enough 
poison to kill them? 

And what'‘of the ants and myri- 
ads of other crawling and flying 
insects?. You may be sure they 
serve some purpose in preserving 
the “balance of nature,” and man 
pays a penalty whenever he dis- 
turbs that balance. 

Creatures die when deprived of 
their enemies. Rabbits placed on 
a small Pacific island had no ene- 
mies to limit their increase. They 
multiplied too fast; devoured all 
growing things, root and all, and 
then starved to death. 

We'd better .use caution in play- 
ing with dynamite, for the harm 
may be done long before we. real- 
ize what is happening. '

World Organization's Prospects | 


SAN FRANCISCO—The spectacular two weeks’ performance of 
Vyacheslaff Molotov as chief Soviet delegate in this first full-dress 
United Nations Conference has neither added to nor substracted 
from the prospect for effective after-war world organization. 


In fact, Mr. Molotov at no point yielded one whit from the 
positions his government had indicated before the conference began, 

The main insistence of Soviet Premier Joseph Stalin from the 
beginning has been that the present American-British-Russian mili- 
tary, naval and air supremacy be continued as the compelling force 
for future world peace. To this end he has endeavored at every 
point to enhance the authority of the Big Three in the after-war 
setup and to minimize opportunity for interference by other na- 
tions. This exclusion even embraced France and China, gvhich 
have been added to form a Big Five in the projected security coun- 
cil, but so far have been barred from most of the vital peace set- 
tlements. 

Mr. Molotov, in his final. press conference, placed uppermost 
the fact that “no proposals have been put forward regarding the 
security council,” and declared that this “demonstrated once 
the unanimity of the leading powers in the main problem of the 
postwar security of nations.” 

He meant, of course, that the veto power for each of the Big 
Five in the security council, respecting future proposals for use 
of force internationally, remains intact. 


The same general purpose lay behind Molotov’s move for abso - 


lute equality of the sponsoring Big Four even in the matter of 
conference chairmanships and his steadfast resistance to Sen. Van- 
denberg’s effort to open treaties arising from this war to future 
examination by the world organization. 

Stalin intends that the actual business of war settlement shall 


be confined to the Big Five and no room shall be allowed for any ~“ 


sort of future outside meddling with these settlements. 

: Mr. Molotov’s only affirmative victory in the 
Only Victory conference was the unanimous adoption of his 
motion to admit the Ukraine and White Russia as independent 
nations, in accordance with the Yalta promise of the late President 
Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill. 

As against this he was overwhelmingly defeated in his attempt 
ta force admission of Lublin Poland; his effort to bar Argentina; 
and the motion to extend the quadruple-chairmanship system to 
the steering and executive committees. He withdrew a proposal 
to recognize the new International Labor Federation, s 
principally by the Russian unions and the American CIO, after 
it was made apparent that he was in for another severe licking 
if this issue were pressed to a vote. / 

At the outset of the conference the biggest single obstacle te 
American-Russian-British harmony was the Polish situation, and 
this was made more so by Molotov’s stubborn insistence on admins- 
sion of the Lublin government, as is, and his subsequent forced ad- 
mission that the 16 lost Free Poland leaders are under arrest in 
Moscow. 

From the American and British standpoint the issue thus pre 
sented is one squarely of international good faith. At Yalta, Pre 
mier Stalin agreed that the Warsaw government “should be re- 
organized on a broader democratic basis with the inclusion of 
democratic leaders from Poland itself and from Poles abroad.” A 
special commission consisting of Mr. Molotov and the American 
and British ambassadors to Russia, Averell Harriman and Sir 
Archibald Clark-Kerr, was created to bring this reorganization 
about. 

Harriman and Kerr, who followed Molotov to San Francisco, 
told their respective delegations that not the slightest move has 
been made by the.Russian government toward honoring the Yalta 
pledge respecting Poland. The ambassadors are said to believe 
that the reason it was not honored is that Premier Stalin, after 
he returned home, was refused support by the all-powerful po- 
litburo, which insisted on completely ‘unilateral Russian action 
concerning Poland. 

So far as relates to this conference, damage from this Polish 
situation is due to its unmistakable demonstration that, while. 
the Yalta promises of Roosevelt and Churchill have been strictly 
carried out, Russia has repudiated Mr. Stalin’s one important 
counter-concession. . 

Belief in Russian reliability in international dealings has suf- 
fered severely in the eyes of all nations of the world and this 
condition continue until the Polish situation in some -wise is

It is quite irritating enough to 
be told how to eat and sleep and 
tote our bodies around; yet that 
comes under the heading of health 
conservation and must of necessity. 
interest all hypochondriacs. If we 
continue to get our basic seven 
foods and 187 vitamins every day, 
to sleep from 10 to 8 in the posi- 
tion of an architect’s T-square on 
a drawing board and walk like a 
West Point cadet, we're going to 
be living when the year 2084 rolls 
eround. And imagine people’s sur- 
prise when we refer casually to 
our life during the Hoover and 
Coolidge administrations! 

But then, living is a duty; read- 
ing, we insist, is pure pleasure.

. We have some reading hab- 
its that would send chills down 
the spine of any self-respecting 
ps trist, and furthermore, we 
are devoted to those bad habits;

tures of Alice In Wonderland.”

There I 
was, suffering through the chariot 
race of Ben Hur, or the eruption 
of Vesuvius in “The Last Days of 
Pompeii,” my heart torn with the 
plight of heroes and heroines. A 
hundred pages more of such sus- 
pense would have been fatal, and 
there remained, probably, some 
300 pages before the end would 
be reached. What to do? Why, do 
the obvious, of course: read the 
closing chapter, see if the hero 
and heroine still lived and were 
united, then relax. 

Nowadays, of course, endings 
are foregone conclusions, nobody 
bothers about them except in mur- 
der mysteries. And I confess, I 
don’t think them very important 
there. Up until two years ago 
when I was at Mayo’s in Miane- 
sota I had never read a murder 
mystery; and then a kind friend 
sent me some of Ngaio March’s 
while I was in the hospital. They 
were the most wonderful sedatives 
I have ever had. I could go hap- 
pily to sleep, charmed with the 
English setting, right in the middle 
of the book without giving a con- 
tinental who done it. A murder 
mystery should always be set in 
England, in a London fog, or a 
town house, or if in the country, 
then on the moors or in a village 
within sound of church bells. 


There should always be a gentle-

man detective named Lord Peter, 
engaged but not married to an at- 
tractive young lady who paints. 


But back to the bad habits. This 
one is decidedly my dearest and 
worst: I always read the second 
volume of a series before I read 
the first. And very good reasons 
I have for that, too: if it is a biog- 
raphy, there is no need to wade 
through the dull background, the 
parentage and childhood of your 
subject; you start right in with 
him as a young man about to be 
tossed around by love's fitful 
fevers, You read on through that 
volume to his death, but instead 
of having to remain there, de-

peared with age, such as peeping | 


at the end of a book to see how 
the story ended. This arose, no 
doubt, from reading exciting ad- 
venture stories at a tender age 
which called for “Rebecca of Sun-

Can anyone 
suggest a more pleasant arrange- 
ment? 

The same thing holds true in 
fiction. Take Fanny Burney’s

everything is settled so permanent- 
ly at the close of volume three that 
they soon fade from your mind. 
But read them backwards, and for 
weeks afterward you live ina 
world of house parties at Bath or 
at estates in Somerset and Surrey, 
a world of masculine fops and 
feminine flirts. O wonderful vol- 
ume two! Never read volume 
three after it—unless, of course, 
you have your own ideas, and ob- 
ject to my telling you how to read 
a book.

What's 
In a Name? 


SAN FRANSCISCO.—The only 
Italians more contemptible than 
Benito Mussolini, whether in -ife 


or death, were those who sprang 
through the lines of the guards 
standing over his body and that 
of a young woman and kicked 
them in the face, spat upon them 
both and fired pistols into their 
corpses, However, these few were 
only a delegation, so to speak, rep- 
resenting many thousands who 
had stood in packed crowds and 
shrieked “Duce” until the tears 
ran down their faces when he was 
riding high. For it is part of a 
deliberately false propaganda, de- 
signed to give back to the Italian 
people some shred of self-respect 
to clothe their ignominy, to say 
now that there were only a few 
Fascists and those few were under- 
— gangsters or greedy capital- 
Sts, 


The majority of them accepted 
Fascism and no element enjoyed 
and favored it more, after the 
first few years, than that face- 
less and dehumanized monstrosi- 
ty whom the Henry Wallaces of 
the earth so loftily refer to as the 
common man. Fascism relieved 
them of the duties and responsi- 
biliti@ of manhood and humanity 
and if the Axis had won the war 
the Italians would have claimed 
their loot and persecuted their 
victims to utter degradation. 


The facts of Hfe under Fascism 
seem to have been forgotten by 
those professional anti-Fascists in 
the United States who have made 
the word “liberal” a disreputable 
political label. The reason is that 
so much of that which they have 
praised as “liberalism” and “de- 
mocracy” in our own country was 
taken from Mussolini’s system and 
his creed, 

Among American “liberals” this 
system has received violent en- 
dorsement and they gave their 


support to a program which, like 


Mussolini’s, rigged a  pipe-line 
from the treasuries of the labor 
movement into the party treasury. 
Never before was the political and 
civic freedom of the Americans so 
defiantly mucked and largely 
under the leadership of unassimi- 
lated continental immigrants, at 
that. 


Audaciously, of late, the Amer- 
icans have been imposed upon by 
misuse of the word “patriot” to 
designate those who rose against 
Fascism after the doom of Fas- 
cism had been wrought by the 
Americans. For this term in- 
cludes the Communists who are 
patriotic to no country but Rus- 
sia and traitors to every other. 
The same counterfeit was passed 
during the Spanish civil war 
when the Communist revolution, 
with its long record of atrocity, 
was labelled the “Loyalist” side. 
Franco’s Fascism is beyond dis- 
pute but the “Loyalist” move- 


‘ment was a true Communist rev- 


olution directed ultimately § at 
the Latin republics of this hemi- 
sphere. Our best newspapers 
carelessly co-operated in both of 
these deceptions. And while we 
have bethought ourselves of the 
Monroe Doctrine to abate Fas- 
cism in Argentina, we have pre- 
tended that the Communist pene- 
tration in Mexico and other 
countries to the south has been 
an advance of our own system 
of freedom. 


Many Italians, of course, want- 
ed no dictatorship and yielded to 
Mussolini for the same reason 
that American communities suc- 
cumbed to violent insurrections 
which in the organizing days of 
the CIO under John L. Lewis 
were called labor strikes. The 
orderly, patriotic citizens were 
unorganized, their mayors and 
governors were cowards or po- 
litical opportunists and the na- 
tional government, though not 
helpless here, as in the time of 
Mussolini’s rise in Italy, passive- 
ly collaborated with the rioters, 
That toleration of lawlessness 
was a political investment which 
paid off in 1944 in the form of 
forced political contributions 
from the common man and po- 
litical intimidation in the inter- 
ests of the ruling party. 

When a squad of Black Shirts 
in the dead of night called on a 
sleeping victim and forced down 


his throat a mixture of castor oil- 


and kerosene, that was Fascism. 
But when those tardy heroes of 
Milan kicked in the face of their 
old Duce, and defiled the body 
of a young woman whose of- 
fense seems to have been a very 
common informality heartily in- 
dorsed by all Communists and 
practiced by most of them, that 
was Fascism, too. 
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“Sorry! Bad corner!”

States has a particularly tenacious 
one that rises up below its bor- 
ders in that great array of Latin- 
American nations to the south, our 
Allies in the Western Hemisphere 
whom we have cultivated so care 
fully in the last few years—by 
diplomatic blandishments and cold 
cash. 

They intruded themselves forci- 
bly agaf through the ancient Mon- 
roe doctrine, which we proclaimed 
well over a century ago for our 
own protection as an infant re 
public, through a series of commit- 
ments since, and most recently 
through the recent act of Chapulte- 
pec which we signed jointly with 
them for mutual protection at 
Mexico City. 

The Latin Americans held us to 
the mutual nonaggression pact em- 
bodied in Chapultepec. They in- 
sisted that this regional compact 
be exempt from the Dumbarton 
Oaks requirement that 
against aggression must first be 
approved by the proposed security 
council, For this they found strong 
support in the United States dele- 
gation. 

This was an attack on the 
strength of the central governing 
body of the proposed security or- 
ganization which would be weak- 
ened by compromises that under- 
mine its power by permitting too 
much isolated, independent action 
by regional blocs all around the 
world. That would raise again 
the spectacle of spheres of influ- 
ence, rather than a strong union 
of nations to govern all for the 
best interests of all, and therefore 
presumably for the best interests 
of each, 

There was another prior debt, 
also from Chapultepec, which we 
paid off earlier in the conference. 
This was the admission of Argen- 
tina to the conference. That cre- 
‘ated somewhat of a sour reaction, 
just as the conference was getting 
underway, because of all that the 
late President Roosevelt and for- 
mer Secretary of State Hull had 
said about Argentine Fascism and 
support for the Axis. This victory 
of the Latin Americans embold- 
ened them to press forward. 

But there are still more commit- 
ments, involving others, which 
have hampered the work of this 
conference, 

The Yalta conference of the Big 
Three—President Roosevelt, Prime 
Minister Churchill and Marshal 
Stalin—left its legacies which ob- 
struct deliberations here. 

One was the concession to Rus- 
sia in the veto power granted to 
any one of the big five permanent 
members of the security council— 
Great Britain, Russia, China, 
France, and the United States— 
when the question comes up of 
action against an aggressor, This 
became a formidable and confus- 
ing issue, tying in with the re- 
gional bloc issue. For veto by one 
of the big five could hold up ap- 
proval of action by regional 
groups, 

President Roosevelt apparently 
was forced into this bargain, 
which admittedly weakens the or- 
ganization, in order to get Russia 
into this conference. 

Another legacy was the Yalta

‘ Which Way Does Truman Lean? 


By GEORGE GALLUP, 
Director, American Institute of Public Opinion. 


PRINCETON, N. J.—One of the great topics of discussion since 
President Truman moved into office revolves about what attitude 
his administration is likely to take toward business, on the one hand, 


and labor, on the other. 

This question assumes increased 
importance with post-Victory in 
Europe Day plans afoot to bring 
about reconversion of many fac- 
tories to consumer goods produc- 
tion, with all of the attendant la- 
bor and management problems. 

A nation-wide survey, recently 
completed, put these two questions 
to a carefully selected cross-sec- 
tion of the nation’s adult popula- 
tion: 

“Do you think Truman will be 
more favorable or less favorable 
toward business than Roosevelt?” 

“Do you think Truman will be 
more favorable or less favorable 
toward labor unions than Roose- 
velt?” 

Emerging from this survey are 
the following facts, so far as pub- 
lic opinion is concerned: 

1. The largest group among the 
public is inclined to feel that Tru- 
man will be friendlier toward 
business than it felt Roosevelt 
was. 

2. The largest group among the 
public inclines toward the belief 
that Truman will not be as friend- 
ly toward labor unions as it con- 
sidered Roosevelt to be. 

3. Business and professional 
people (this includes small busi- 
ness owners) are in majority in 
feeling that business will be treat- 
ed in a friendlier way under Tru- 
man than they felt it was under 
Roosevelt. 

4. Business and professional 
people lean toward the belief that 


labor unions will get less favor- 
able treatment under Truman than 


they felt unions received under 
Roosevelt. 

5. The largest group among un- 
ion people are inclined to feel that 
the attitude of the White House 
will be at least as favorable as it 
was under Roosevelt. 

Thus the public at large, as well 
as the two groups involved in to- 
day’s survey, are inclined to be- 
lieve that Mr. Truman will some- 
how keep both business and labor 
unions at least as happy as Roose- 
velt would have kept them, if not 
happier, in the days that lie ahead. 

This fact undoubtedly plays a 
large part in the general “era of 
good feeling” which has come 


about since Truman took up the . 


task of the presidency.

1. Should I elect to take a full 
course at college, will the money 
advanced be deducted from any 
veterans’ bonus I might receive 
later on? 


2. Can I elect to go to school 
part time and work part time?” 


Well, if I had to give a flat 
answer to question No. 1 it would 
have to be yes. Money advanced 
for education would be deducted 
from any later bonus. And, right 
at this point, let’s all understand 
that the same thing is true of any 
money paid by the government for 
benefits to any veteran under the 
GI Bill of Rights. The last sec- 
tion on the last page of the GI 
Bill says in effect that any bene- 
fits received by, or paid for, any 
veteran under that act shall be 
charged against and deducted from 
any future bonus. But we all 
ought to remember that there is 
no bonus—and there may never 
be any. I won't stick my neck 
out by making any prediction on 
this. Nevertheless, Rep. John Le- 
sinski, Michigan, has introduced a 
bonus bill in the house, and Sen. 
Joseph Guffey, Pennsylvania, has 
one in the senate. I don’t know 
whether either bill has a chance 
of being adopted. 


To get back to question No. 1. 
the answer is that as things stand 
now, any payments under the GI 
bill for the education (or subsis- 
tence while in training) of any 
ex-service man would be deduct- 
ed from any bonus which pos- 
sibly later may be paid. Muster- 
ing-out pay is not considered a 
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lic Law No. 16. This is known 
as a vocational rehabilitation law. 
The average disabled man will get 
a better break towards education 
or training under that law than 
under the GI bill, and any cost 
to the government under Public 
16 will not be deducted from any 
future bonus.

So—if a veteran takes a course 
calling for less hours than I’ve 
just mentioned, the school and the 
veteran will be paid proportion- 
ately less. 


An ex-service man goes to 
school and takes nine semester 
hours per semester. A full course 
is 12 or more hours per semester. 
He will get nine twelfths of his 
monthly subsistence pay. He will 
not get the full $50 per month. 
But he can have whatever he 
earns part-time. 

That answers the two questions, 
I think. If I ever have a nerv- 
ous breakdown, I’m going to name 
it after the Veterans’ Administra- 
tion.
